Valuations Going Up 


1¥2 Million Is 
Building Total 
In Five Months 


As the result of a steady in- 
crease in quality construction 
here, new residential building 
valuations and other construction 
from May 1 until today totaled 
$334,568, according to Building 
Inspector Richard Derby. This 
figure, added to other months’ 
totals places the 1956 new con- 
struction total at $2,502,984. The 
five-month total for last year was 
$1,285,939. 

Almost all of the year’s build- 
ing involves new houses, the May 
residential valuation being $315,- 
000 for 18 new dwellings. 


Average of each house started 
during May was $17,500. 

Average of the 164 houses start- 
ed here since Jan. 1 is $14,300. 

Average of the 74 new houses 
begun during the first five months 
of last year was $12,158. 


Building officials pointed to the 
figures, indicating a steady in- 
cline in the value of each new 
dwelling. For example, the May 
buildings had an average valu- 
ation of $5,000 higher than the 
houses being erected here last 
year. 

Mr. Derby and his assistant 
Rellis Petty are handling a re- 
cord number of building inspec- 
tions.

The phrase ‘indeterminate sen- | 


tence’? was explained to the press | 
by the trustees. I was surprised 
to learn that related to punish-} 
ment and rehabilitation, the oper- 
ation of the indeterminate sen- 
tence is a forward step in re- 
turning felons to a useful place 
in society. 

Most of us have loosely criti- 
cized the parole system but few 
of us really understand either 


its purpose or its operation. 

It is easy to grasp the idea 
that a malefactor can be locked 
away from society for a crime, 
but for most crimes the prisoner, 
after serving time is free to go 
ferto society again. ; 


NEW CHANCE OFFERED 

The principal of the indeter- 
minate sentence and parole give 
the convicted person a chance 
to prove, while in prison, that he 
or she can earn paroie. Rules 
jof parole are very striet and the 
person on parole is given help 
_ with jobs, often trained for them 
while in prison, and friends, place 
of residence are subject to super- 
jvision. Parole gives the authori- 
4es control of the prisoner until 
expiration of the parole term. 

For the taxpayer, it means 
these people are self-supporting 
again. Actually the cost of every 
woman inmate in CIW is $100 a 
month. Not a high sum. The 
housing is excellent, the food at 
na high standard and medical 
facilities for treatment and 
remedial work, ineluding surgery 
and dentistry probably have no 
equal. 

The trustees have a very re- 
alistic approach to their charges. 
They know that all who come be- 
fore them have beén ably 
Coached by old hands. The ease 
with which the inmates talk to 
them was an indication of the 
understanding they have of these 
charges. 


UP FOR SENTENCE 

The first inmate up for sen- 
tencing had been given two to 
eight years for manslaughter. 
She had killed her common law 
husband with a knife. Long pro- 
voked and abused by him, it may 
have been, as she said, an act 
she could not explain. 

Expertly the trustees drew 
from her facts of her life, her 
circumstances, her family, her 
activities work and schoolirfg de- 
tails in CIW, her future plans 
and her attitude to past acts. 

Her sentence was an additional 
18 months in addition to the six 
months already served. But it 
was conditioned to her future be- 
havior during the 18 months’ per- 
fod. She had been a file clerk in 
a government agency and her 
job was waiting for her. 

A young woman up for theft, 
had her sentencing postponed 
one month because she had been 
involved in a fight. ‘“That month 
will seem like a year,’’ Grady 
Setzler, the only male trustee 
said. He is a newspaper publish- 
er of Blythe. 


STRICT RULES PREVAIL 

Correctional methods are strict 
in CIW and rules must be kept. 
The effect on other inmates pre- 
vented the trustees from refax- 
ing rules to give the girl her 
sentence. She had another month 

‘in which she must prove her good 
conduct. She was crestfallen 
when she left. 

A woman from 
had been caught 
finally after many questionings 
in connection with shoplifting 
was paroled and will go home if 
the interstate parole compact, 
which regulates prisoners out of 
state, is satisfied. While in prison 
she had her bunions removed in 
surgery and was in a wheel chaf¥ 
recuperating from a pelvic opera- 
tion when interviewed, She wept 
with joy and gave every evidence 
of being a completely chastened 
individual.

She” was also suspected of 
selling narcotics and had been 
convicted of possession. She was 
glib and probably completely 
unregenerate the trustees ap- 
parently knew it. Her record dis- 
closed she would probs ty con- 
tinue an illegal life. Her parents, 
respectable people, of the trades- 
man class were willing to as- 
sume responsibility. She was al- 
lowed to return to them. 

CIW is literally bursting at 
the seams. Trustees stressed the 
increasing number of inmates 
and they attributed this to the 
growing use of narcotics which 
they said is increasing more in 
California than in any other 
state in the union. Mrs. Hump- 
hreys pointed out that the des- 
perate users of heroin constitute 
a terrible menace to ldw—abi- 
ding citizens, as they will stop 
at nothing to get money for 
drugs. She said the use of her- 
oin by young girls is closely as- 
sociated with gangs. Hardened 
young girls who are committed 
are usually tattooed with gang 
symbols. It might be a sign for 
parents to watch for, if daughters 


show any indication of associa- 
ting with the wrong sort of 
groups. 


HOME ATMOSPHERE 

While the prison, as a place to 
live, affords a private room, 
toilet and wash basin facilities, 
a comfortable bed, prettily cov- 
ered and a window prettily 
draped, good food, pretty, but 
plain dresses, cosmetics and 
hair-dos, do not imagine that 
life in prison is easy or that 
prisoners are over cozened. 

Every inmate» must work eight 
hours a day. Some of this work 
is done in the laundry where 
work is done for the institution 
and for some other government 
institutions. It is hot and steimy 
around the washing machines 
and the mangles and at the iron- 
ing boards where the work stint 
is eight hours, under supervision 
and the workers really work. 

The value of sewing done by 
inmates in the huge shop last 
year totaled $245,000, This in- 
cluded work for other institutions 
and included strong dresses for 
mental institutions, T | shirts, 
pants and shirts. for men, slips 
and gowns, handkerchief \ and 
other wearing apparel. In a sep- 
arate wing clothing for CIW in- 
mates is made. 

This work the girls like to do. 
The operations are streamlined 
and the work is done on power 
machines. The work is part of 
the training for life outside and 
with a growing garment industry 
there is an opening for the girl 
who proves herself. Highest pay 
is $18 a month and a girl must 
be a good worker, as well as 
a gdod girl to get it. 


DAILY WORK’ 

Eight hours of work a day is 
the stint, but the inmate who 
wishes to learn may go to school 
for half that time. She may take 
the initial training to become a 
beauty operator in the excellent 
beauty school, run by an expert.

age, represent 65 per cent of the 
total cost, the total firs-year out- 
lay would be $461,538. 

An enrollment of 1,420 the first 


¢| year is forecast and if the state 


pays $130 for each unit of aver- 
age daily attendance (ADA), in- 
come from the state would be 
$175,370. (95% of the students en- 
rolied is figured for ADA pur- 
poses). 

Sum, of $286,168 would be need- 
ed from local tax sources to 
make up the difference. With the 
current assessed valuation fig 
ures used, a tax rate of .6088 is 
estimated.

(The following remarks were 
made at the Thursday night 
meéting on the proposed forma- 
tion of a new Foothill high school 
district.)

“Chaffey Union High School 


District was formed originally 
in 1911 and 1919 by several small 
elementary districts who were 
unable to support an adequate 


secondary school program by 
individual districts. It was not 
formed to create the largest 


High School in the State. For 
many years this arrangement 
has served exceedingly well but 


it is a natural outcome of growth. 


that when the several districts 
are large enough to support their 


own high schools they would de- 


sire to dissolve the union. 

This growth process has been 
going on for several years and 
the dissolution of the Union prob- 
aly has not been accomplished 
as soon as might have been de- 
sirable. 

The student population and fi- 
nancial support for each student 
in the proposed Foothill union 
high school district are of such 
size as to warrant a separate 
union high school district. The 
area is entering a period of 
rapid populaton growth and all 
facilities will be over extended 
if adequate advance preparation 
is not made. I believe one of the 
first considerations should be 
the beginning of another school 
in the rural area and let the 
present school and the proposed 
school grow up together and not 
wait until one has reached its 
maximum size before starting 
the second. Size in itself is not 
an asset. The ultimate goal would 
be several unified districts sur- 
rounding the high school plants. 

Sutdent participation in all 
school activities is an essential 
part of an education and as 
many opportunities as possible 
should be made for the students. 
I find that the closer a schoo] is 
located to the residence of the 
pupil the easier it is for all con- 
cerned, pupil and parent, to have 
the pupil participate in these ex- 
tra curricular activites.

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Put Blame For Inter-City Feeling 


A yrenrcsentative of an Ontario business booster group 
has suggested a “big ditch” be dug in which the two com- 
munities “bury their differences” and the whole area live in 
peace and happiness. 


In other words, if Upland and other leaders in the foothill 
communities DO NOT ACCEPT that invitation, an effort may 
be made to place the blame for any continued ill will UPON 
US — not upon Ontario. 


Less than two months ago, the Ontario city councilmen 
“invaded” Upland and annexed property that logically should 
be a part of this community. 


A month ago, Ontario citizens said “No”, for the second 


critical high school classroom situation in Upland. 


Many residents can recall other infractions by Ontario in 
its dealings with its neighbors. 


And now, comes along Ford Seward, manager of the On- 
tario Association of Commerce and Industry (another name for 
a chamber of commerce), and in the midst of a meeting for 
discussion about the proposed high school district, offers ap- 
peasement, suggests full cooperation between the communities 
and hints that if we try again, a bond issue might be passed 
providing we will accept 2,500 students on the Upland high 
school campus. 


Mr. Seward was hardly able to finish talking because 
members: of the large audience responded with a chorus of 
“No!” John B. Atwood, chairman of the Chaffey Finance Ad- 
visory committee, followed with the declaration the meeting 
was not for the purpose of fighting again the recent bond issue 
campaign or of discussing the same proposal that had pre- 
viously been turned down by educators as ill-advised (2,500 
student body is too large) and not acceptable to people real- 
ly interested in top quality education. 


From other sources, comes an indication thet a policy of 
brotherly love and peace is to be offered by Ontario to its 
neighbors. 


This attitude reminds us of a current international situation 
in which a policy of goodwill is being proposed. American dip- 
lomats look upon this policy with suspicion. Surely, as a na- 
tion, we are not going to suddenly accept the nice words. We 
know too much of the past. 


Likewise, from Ontario, where there has been dissention 
and turmoil, no sudden policy of peace can be accepted with 
confidence. 


Mr. Seward can dig a hole and bury differences — in On- 
tario. That is where it is needed. 


‘*Yes’’ Is Recommended Vote 
On All Ballot Measures 


“Yes” should be a dominant word in next Tuesday’s elec- 
tion when voters mark the ballots relative to measures sub- 
mitted as proposed amendments to the county charter. The 
proposed amendments can be identified on the ballot by the 
letters from “B to L.” In general, The Upland News endorses 
the proposed amendments as well as the ballot measures iden- 
tified as “A” and “W.” 

Purpose of the charter amendments is to streamline gov- 
ernmental operation and to establish an organization to han- 
dle the “big business” of government as a successful business 
operation would be handled. The county charter was written 
in 1912. Surely, it is time modern day changes were made in 
the light of the terrific demands in this great era of expansion. 

The most drastic changes proposed are those removing 
from the elective list and putting on the appointive list seven 
officials. While the public may be denied the right to choose 
these officers, as in the past, the fact remains that principal 
duties of these office holders are that of record keeping; not of 
policy making. The board of supervisors will have the ap- 
pointive power in the offices of the auditor, county clerk, tax 
collector, recorder, treasurer, surveyor and coroner. 


: As to the county superintendent of schools, this position 
will be filled by appointment by members of the county board 
of education, if a proposed charter amendment is approved. 
We believe it should be approved. 


The other proposals from “H to L” on the ballot concern 
details in county administration which should be approved. 
On the ballot is “A”, a measure asking the voters to ap- 
prove a bond issue of $8,035,000. The bonds would be paid 


by income from a county sales tax. which is becoming effect- 
ive. 


Buildings proposed with proceeds from the bond issue 
and the amounts allotted to each are: hospital facilities, $2,050,- 
000; additions and improvements and land acquisition to the 
courthouse, $3,085,000; juvenile care halls and rehabilitation 
facilities, $350,000; service yards for county equipment and ma- 
terial, $100.000; law enforcement facilities and training build- 
ing and buildings for prison rehabilitation facility, $1,400,000 


and for branch county buildings, includin i 
$1,050,000. gs, including one for this area, 


; These facilities are sorely needed. The sales tax proceeds 
will meet the obligation. The need is here and the way to pay 
for the buildings is far more acceptable than an additional 
property tax. . 


So, vote for the county propositions. You will be ahead to 
vote “Yes.” 


" And now we come to “W.” a measure so labeled because 
it concerns water. An “enabling” provision is involved in this 
measure. If voters approve it, the Metropolitan Water district 
will be enabled to expand the aqueduct facilities — between 
the Colorado river and Los Angeles — to its maximum. Money 
for this expansion will come from annexation and assessment 
fees to be paid by present and future members of the district. # 
None of the money will be paid as a direct tax by local prop- ; 
erty owners, other than for the regular fee for belonging to the ; 
district. 
Our vote will be “Yes.”

One of the most serious affronts to the city of Upland oc- 
curred April 17 when the Ontario councilmen voted to annex a 
40-acre tract extending their city limits north to Eighth St. at 
Grove Ave. This action came after the Upland city council had 
suggested a conference over a common boundary problem. 
It was also pointed out to the councilmen that Uplanders would 
not look kindly upon Ontario ignoring the policy of observing 
the San Bernardino freeway and prolongation of the freeway 
east as the two-city boundary. 

Mr. Seward, who apparently was prompted to offer the 
olive leaf here the other night, was very quiet during this “in- 
vasion” by Ontario of Upland territory. 


More recently, a second try was made in trying to pass a 
Chaffey bond issue. The result? Ontario said “No;” Upland 
and the foothill communities said “Yes. Ontario’s negative 
domination prevailed. 


Mr. Seward is a very capable, aggressive leader and if 
he were working under more favorable conditions, his ac- 
complishments in community promotion would be outstanding. 
We are emphasizing these comments are not centered on him. 
Instead, we have great respect for him. 


Upland and the foothill communities cannot, however, 
accept his offer of inter-community peace under the circum- 
stances created by Ontario. 


Ontario is the “big bad wolf” in this case — and Upland- 
ers are not going to be deceived by soothing words. 


So, don't blame Upland. 


The only reason any talk was started about a new high 
school district was Ontario’s record of opposing the wishes of 
Uplanders and other foothill community residents. 


Outlook Bright For New 
Foothill High School District 


The first major step has been taken in the formation of a 
new Foothill union high school district. 


By unanimous vote, the county school boundary commit- 
tee decided after a public meeting here Thursday night the 
local proposal merited further study. Ably presented under 
the leadership of W. W. Woodward, were the reasons for the 
new district being proposed and the financial ability of the 
proposed district to sponsor high school education. 


The committee members will individually and collectively 
study the local proposal. At least three additional public 
hearings will be held to receive additional comments from in- 
terested persons and to receive any additional data. Then 
the committee will file its recommendations with the state 
board of education, which in turn will review the data. If the 
county committee’s recommendaton is favorable and if the 
state officials concur in the recommendation, the question of 
actually forming a new district will be decided at a local elec- 
tion, 

The outlook is quite certain for the eventual establish- 
ment of a district to serve Upland, Cucamonga, Alta Loma, 
Etiwanda, Mt. Baldy and Guasti. 


Superior education for high school students here is the ob- 
jective. Formation of a local district is the best possible meth- 
od to achieve this objective — in view of the situation that pre- 
vails in Ontario and the attitude of Ontario’s civic leaders 
and population in general. 


Barber Shop Holiday Is Fine 
For Barbers, But....

At present, the southeast and the southwest comers of 
Foothill Blvd. and Euclid Ave. are zoned for residential pur- 
poses.

S3accalaureate Sermon 


Upland College 
Graduates Given 
High Challenge 


In a world that has seen great 
scientific advancement, in. a 
push-button era of shorter hours 
and higher wages, ‘‘Give Your- 
self,’ President John Z. Martin 
of Upland college told his gradu- 
ates in the Baccalaureate service 
in the Brethren in Christ chureh 
Sunday night. 

Knowing all the graduates, per- 
sonally, Mr. Martin discussed as- 
pects of the state of the world, 
the business society and ‘‘some 
of the attitudes which you must 
have to live effectively in this 
environment.’’ The Road Ahead,’’ 
was his theme. 

GIVE “YOURSELF” 

“T challenge you today to give 
your real self,’’ Mr. Martin fer- 
vently appealed. Later, in this 
stirring address, he pointed out 
“We have the most abundant 
economy of all times and we 
have greater freedom of oppor- 
tunity at a better price, but has 
our giving doubled? Are we 
spending more on ourselves?’? 

“President Martin, however, 
recognized a greater spiritual de- 
velopment and a determination 
to improve conditions within the 
sphere of our spiritual activities. 
Progress in the future depends 
upon young people and I believe 
you have the energies and the 
training to make our country 
stronger and better in the world 
ahead. We are relying upon you 
to do great exploits.” 

TEAM WORK ESSENTIAL 

“Another strong point in his 
personal talk to the graduates 
was in the declaration ‘Take 
with you always your inquiring 
mind. Remember, that America 
and Christianity are unfinished 
business. . . .Another thing you 
will need is an attitude for team 
work. Since,you are to compete, 
you must be on a team. No one 
person can accomplish very much 
by. himself.’’ 

Nearing the end of his inspir- 
ational address, President Mar- 
tin listed as very highly import- 
ant ‘‘the attitude that despite the 
current emphasis on material and 
scientific progress, the human 
element — people — remain par- 
amount. Therefore, take a feel- 
ing of love and sincere desire to 
help your fellowmen. Behind the 
intricate mechanism of all of our 
push-buttons is the intangible that 
lies in our God-given mind, That 
symbol of human resources, we 
call ‘know-how.’

The phrase ‘‘indeterminate sen- 
ence’’ was explained to the press 
y the trustees. I was surprised 
Oo learn that related to punish- 
nent and rehabilitation, the oper- 
ition of the indeterminate sen- 
ence is a forward step in re- 
urning felons to a useful place 
m society. 

Most of us have loosely criti- 
ized the parole system but few 
bf us really understand either 
ts purpose or its operation. 

It is easy to grasp the idea 
hat a malefactor can be locked 
way from society for a crime, 
but for most crimes the prisoner, 
after serving time is free to go 
nto society again. 


EW CHANCE OFFERED 

The principal of the indeter- 
inate sentence and parole give 
he convicted person a chance 
© prove, while in prison, that he 
br she can earn parole. Rules 
bf parole are very strict and the 
Derson on parole is given help 
ith jobs, often traiged for them 
hile in prison, and friends, place 
pf residence are subject to super- 
vision. Parole gives the authori- 
es control of the prisoner until 
bxpiration of the parole term. 
For the taxpayer, it means 
ese people are self-supporting 
hgain. Actually the cost of every 
oman inmate in CIW is $100 a 
onth. Not a high sum. The 
ousing is excellent, the food at 

high standard and medical 
acilities for treatment and 
emedial work, including surgery 
and dentistry probably have no 
bqual. 

' The trustees have a very re- 
alistic approach to their charges. 
hey know that all who come be- 
ore them have beén ably 
oached by old hands. The ease 
ith which the inmates talk to 
hem was an indication of the 
hnderstanding they have of these 
harges. 


P FOR SENTENCE 


The first inmate up for sen- 
encing had been given two to 
right years for manslaughter. 
She had killed her common law 
husband with a knife. Long pro- 
oked and abused by him, it may 
have been, as she said, an act 
he could not explain. 

Expertly the trustees drew 
rom her facts of her life, her 
ircumstances, her family, her 
Activities work and schoolirfg de- 
ails in CIW, her future plans 

d her attitude to past acts. 
| Her sentence was an additional 
8 months in addition to the six 
onths already served. But. it 
was conditioned to her future be- 
havior during the 18 months’ per- 
od. She had been a file clerk in 

government agency and her 
ob was waiting for her.

life was almost flaunted by an 
aging beauty who matter-of- 
factly mentioned her career as 
a B girl, a life she had lived 
against the wishes of her hus- 
band. She was also suspected of 
selling narcotics and had been 
convicted of possession. She was 
glib and probably completely 
unregenerate the trustees ap- 
parently knew it. Her record dis- 
closed she would probaly con- 
tinue an illegal life. Her parents, 
respectable people, of the trades- 
man class were willing to as- 
sume responsibility. She was al- 
lowed to return to them. 

CIW is literally bursting at 
the seams. Trustees stressed the 
increasing number of inmates 
and they attributed this to the 
growing use of narcotics which 
they said is increasing more in 
California than in any other 
state in the union. Mrs. Hump- 
hreys pointed out that the des- 
perate users of heroin constitute 
a terrible menace to ldw—abi- 
ding citizens, as they will stop 
at nothing to get money for 
drugs. She said the use of her- 
oin by young girls is closely as- 
sociated with gangs. Hardened 
young girls who are committed 
are usually tattooed with gang 
symbols. It might be a sign for 
parents to watch for, if daughters 
show any indication of associa- 
ting with the wrong sort of 
groups. 


HOME ATMOSPHERE 

While the prison, as a place to 
live, affords a private room, 
toilet and wash basin. facilities, 
a comfortable. bed, prettily cov- 
Nered and a window prettily 
draped, good food, pretty, but 
plain dresses, cosmetics and 
hair-dos, do not imagine that 
life in prison is easy or that 
prisoners are over cozened. 

Every inmate must work eight 
hours a day. Some of this work 
is done in the laundry’ where 
work is done for the institution 
and for some other government 
institutions, It is hot and steamy 
around the washing machines 
and the mangles and at the iron- 
ing boards where the work stint 
is eight hours under supervision 
and the workers really work. 

The value of sewing done by 
inmates in the huge shop last 
year totaled $245,000. This in- 
cluded work for'other institutions

drastic step that will require 
double sessions in the near future 
for the young people of the Chaf- 
fey high school district. At no 
level in student education are 
half-time sessions desirable, but 


as we ascend the ladder, ele- 
mentary, junior high, and high 
school, they become progressive- 


ly more critical in terms of good 
education and development of 
good citizens. The potential trou- 
bles that could arise from high 
school students roaming the 
streets afoot and in cars without 


supervision are too dire to con- 
template further. 
“The areas within this pro- 


posed district are destined for a 
tremendous grewth, both | resi- 
dential and industrial. It is read- 
ily apparent that the bulk of the 
undeveloped land lies withing 
the proposed Foothill ‘union high 


school district. From statistics 
gathered from the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Research Council, the 
predicted population will — in- 
crease 213 per cent in the foot- 
hill area by 1970. Also. their 
poptilation studies indicate that 
the .age group, 10 to 19, will 


steadily increase until it will be 
17 per cent of the total popula- 
tion by 1970. 

These growth and change fac- 
tors indicate a continuous need 
for expanding the high school 
facilities. We realize this will 
require courageous planning and 
early action to keep ahead of 
the problem and not get hope- 
lessly mired in ‘‘double_ ses- 
sions’’.
